aster areas. Officials in those 
counties, all located in the 
heart of the state’s grain belt, 
estimated damage from the 
drought so tar in excess of $300 
million.

Pakistan from joining the ranks of nuclear powers. This 
intervention came in the form of a letter from President

Such a “reprocessing 
plant” would be capable of making bomb material from 
the irradiated “spent fuel” of civilian nuclear reactors, 
bi short, it may enable Pakistan to make its own atomic 
bomb. Secretary of State Kissinger followed up the Ford 
letter with a personal visit to Pakistan in which he 
reportedly warned Bhutto that if Pakistan goes ahead 
with the deal it will result in a cut-off of U.S. military 
support. 

The 
angry reactions of both Pakistan and France to U.S.

It turns out that 
jndia apparently manufactured its device using U.S.

The 
National Park Service says that 
such natural fires are often good 
for forests, clearing the land of 
old-growth trees and brush so 
that new generations of trees 
can take root and gfow. On the 
burned-over land, new green 
growth provides forage and 
shelter for wildlife. 
Time magazine reported the 
story noting that it was the first 
public test of the Park Service’s 
new policy, “ ...and many 
citizens do not like it.”

Detente Nips Crisis in the Bud

WASHINGTON - The story 
can now be told how the three 
superpowers, thanks to a word 
that President Ford has banned 
during the presidential cam­ 
paign, averted a military crisis 
in Korea. The word is “detente.” 
The murder of two American 
officers by axe-wielding North 
Korean guards was the sort of 
incident which, in times past, 
might have brought the United 
States to the edge of a war that 
could have involved Russia and 
China. 
Instead, Secretary of State He­ 
nry Kissinger asked both the 
Russians and Chinese to use 
their influence to cool the crisis. 
Secret intelligence reports state 
that both superpowers inter­ 
vened with North Korea. 
The pressure was too great for 
North Korea's militant Kim II 
Sung to buck. He issued a per­ 
sonal statement that the slaying 
of the two Americans was 
“regretful." It was the first 
apology Kim has ever made to 
the UJS. 
The attitude of the Russians 
and Chinese raises the hope that 
future incidents can be defused 
before they develop into a war 
of incredible magnitude. In a 
typical cable, for example, the 
U.S. embassy in Moscow quoted 
the comment of an official in the 
Soviet Forei^i Ministry.

The confidential cable quoted 
the Soviet as saying: “With 
friends like Kim. who needs 
enemies?” This probably wasn’t 
the official’s exact language but, 
r a t h e r , t he e m b a s s y ’s 
paraphrase of what the official 
meant. But he went on to decry 
Kim’s meddling with the bal­ 
ance of power. 
But Assistant Secretary of 
State Philip Habib probably 
summarized the Korean inci­ 
dent best in a telephone conver­ 
sation with Rep. John Murphy, 
D.-N.Y. Habib called to protest a 
resolution that Murphy had sub­ 
mitted <xi the Korean crisis. 
“I know you agree with the 
display of force we put on," said 
Habib. “I meaa Christ we sent a 
squadron of F-4s from Japan, a 
squadron of F-llls from Idaho 
and put the carrier Midway 
with five escort vessels and 75 
fighter-bombers in the Sea of 
Japan. 
“We flew over B-52s and on 
the morning we cut down the 
tree, we lined up every troop 
aiid every piece of equipment on 
the hill so the North Koreans 
could see. I didn’t think we could 
go any further than that." 
Murphy agreed. “Why do you 
think the North Koreans sent the 
United States an apology of 
sorts?" he asked. “This is 
unprecedented for them.” 


“I think they overplayed their 
hand," suggested Habib. “It 
backfired on them. Realizing 
this, they had to back off a little.” 
“Don’t you think the Russians 
and the Chinese let Kim II Sung 
know that they thought this was 
a totally insane act and that they 
weren’t about to let him start 
something and expected them to 
finish it?" asked the Congress­ 
man 
“Yes," said Habib. “1 think 
Russia and China definitely had 
input into the incident after it 
happened, but I don’t think they 
would go so far as to abandon 
him. They probably told him, 
What the hell are you doing, the 
United States is not going to 
tolerate this, and you had better 
make some conciliatory 
gesture.’” 
O ’N e i l l ’s K i tty : Rep. 
Thomas ‘Tip’’ O’Neill, D.-Mass., 
the likeable, loquacious House 
majority leader, is quietly pass­ 
ing out campaign cash to Con­ 
gressmen whose votes he seeks.

Joe Gaydos, D.-Pa., 
piled up 82 per cent of the vote in 
his last election. Yet O’Neill 
courted him with a $500 con­ 
tribution.

Hamilton, D.-Ind., Lucien Nedzi, 
D.-Mich., Andy Yowg, D.-Ga., 
and Ed Patten, D.N.J., aU had 
easy elections the last time they 
ran. But despite comfortable 
victories over 70 per cent, 
O’Neill gave them each $500 
anyway so they would remem­ 
ber him when it comes time to 
choose the next Speaker.

NEW YORK- Actually, if 
Jimmy Carter had had any on- 
the-job training as President of 
the U.S., 
he’d 
never have 
promised America’s farmers, 
“There’ll be no more grain 
embargoes” if he’s elected. 
Neither he nor any U.S. 
President can deliver on such a 
pledge. 
Only 
some 
of 
C arter’s 
pragmatic political allies, the 
waterfront labor leaders, can 
make such decisions. 
If Teddy Gleason’s unionized 
longshoremen decide that no 
grain or other foodstuffs will 
flow to the Soviet Union or to 
any of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) there will! be an em­ 
bargo. A long one, too. No force 
can prevail on the dock- 
wallopers if they refuse to 
handle any cargo in Great 
Lakes, Atlantic and Gulf ports. 
In te rn a tio n a l 
Longshoreman’s 
Association 
(1LA) president Gleason 
and 
his maritime labor colleagues, 
now in a tough duel with the 
Soviet

Though some 360,000 tons of 
American grain were shipped to 
Russia in August, no kernel of it 
was placed in U.S. craft by the 
Russian purchasers. So, on Aug.

CIO 
Maritime 
workers 
dispatched pickets to water­ 
fronts ranging all the way from 
New York to New Orleans, from 
Mobile to San Francisco. 
This was a warning Jimmy 
Carter's input lads should have 
read clearly and perhaps the 
governor would not have made 
so solid a pledge to the 10,000 
Iowa farmers. It seems certain 
to me that if the message of thé 
leaflets distributed by the in­ 
formational pickets is ignored 
by the Soviets, there will be an 
embargo.

NUCLEAR 
PROLIFERATION 
The United States has intervened dramatically, and 
mo6t probably unsuccessfully, in an attempt to prevent 
Pakistan from joining the ranks of nuclear powers. This 
intervention came in the form of a letter from President 
Ford 
to Pakistani Prime Minister Bhutto asking 
Pakistan to call off its plans to purchase a nuclear 
reprocessing plant from France. Such a “reprocessing 
plant” would be capable of making bomb material from 
the irradiated “spent fuel” of civilian nuclear reactors. 
In short, it may enable Pakistan to make its own atomic 
bomb. Secretary of State Kissinger followed up the Ford 
letter with a personal visit to Pakistan in which he 
reportedly warned Bhutto that if Pakistan goes ahead 
with the deal it will result in a cut-off of U.S. military 
support. 
It was a good attempt, perhaps, but much too late. The 
angry reactions of both Pakistan and France to U.S. 
meddling in their private business were all too predic­ 
table. “What is sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander,” retorted Bhutto, referring, of course, to India’s 
explosion of a nuclear device in 1974. It turns out that 
Jndia apparently manufactured its device using U.S. 
“heavy water” in a Canadian- supplied research reactor. 
India was supposed to use both only for “peaceful pur­ 
poses.” 
The nuclear genie, alas, is long since out of the bottle. 
Any nation which feels itself under a potentially mortal 
threat from a neighbor is going to develop any weapon it 
can to defend itself. Israel and South Africa undoubtedly 
have nuclear capabilities and will probably use them 
before they will submit to being overwhelmed by their 
enemies. Pakistan has good reason to fear India's in­ 
tentions toward her, and in the face of India’s nuclear 
explosion, would remiss if she did not seek an equilizer. 
Where else are such nations to find security in today’s 
world? 
Not from the U.S., certainly, and not from a U.S. which 
will no longer play the role of world policeman. 
Like it or not, we will all have to live with nuclear 
proliferation. The difference between an optimist and a 
pessimist may merely be the number of years he 
believes yet remain before someone pulls the nuclear 
trigger.

NEW LIGHT ON 
THE BLACKOUT 
The belief that the massive, 12-hour power failure 
which struck New York City and parts of eight states in 
November 1965 resulted in a miniature “baby boom” 
nine months later has become part of American folklore. 
’Tain’t so, says a University of Chicago statistician, 
who has made a study of New York birth records 
following the blackout. 
"If you look at the statistics over a one- month period 
— two weeks before and two weeks after the nine- month 
period — it’s clear there was no very sharp several day 
phenomenon,” says Prof. Sandy Zabell. 
He found, in fact, that the percentage of births during 
the same four- week period in all the years from 1961 
through 1966 was about the same from year to year. 
The baby boom myth apparently got started because 
everyone, including reporters, expected it to happen. 
After all, the blackout was a rather romatic event and 
there were all those bored couples who suddenly found 
themselves without television.

National Park Service says that 
such natural fires are often good 
for forests, clearing the land of 
old-growth trees and brush so 
that new generations of trees 
can take root and grow On the 
burned-over land, new green

shelter for wildlife.

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Illinois sees airport move as means of development 


SPRINGFIELD, HI. (AP) — 
A state business leader said 
Wednesday the decision to build 
a new metropolitan St. Louis 
airport in Illinois could mean 
new highways and the construc­ 
tion of manufacturing plants in 
the area, similar to what has 
occurred near O’Hare Airport 
in Chicago. 
■ “This may get the state mov-| 


ing on some badly needed high­ 
ways to that area” to provide 
access from downtown St 
Louis to the site of the new air­ 
port, said Lester Bram, presi­ 
dent of the Illinois State Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. 
He said that in addition to the 
jobs resulting from construction 
and operation of the proposed 
large airport, he expects busi-1 


ness and industry to be attract­ 
ed. 
“Businesses and manufac­ 
turing plants have sprung up 
around O’Hare,” he noted. 
U.S. Transportation Secretary 
William T. Coleman Jr., an­ 
nounced Wednesday 
to St. 
Louis approval of federal mon­ 
ey to purchase 18,650 acres of 
farmland near Cohimbia-Water- 


loo, about 20 miles southeast of 
S t Louis, for the airport. 
Coleman recommended that 
the airport be operational no 
lata* than 1902. 
Missouri officials had urged 
that Lambert St. Louis Inter­ 
national Airport to north St. 
Louis County be retained as the 
major airport serving the met­ 
ropolitan area. 


Illinois officials praised Cole­ 
man’s decision, saying the air­ 
port will contribute to the eco­ 
nomic development of the area 
on both sides of the Mississippi 
River. 
At a Jan. 13 hearing on the 
airport question, Gov. Daniel 
Walker said 20,000 new jobs 
with a payroll of at least $100 
million would be created during 


construction of the airport. 
But other estimates are low­ 
er, suggesting the project ini­ 
tially would create 2,000 con­ 
struction jobs. 
Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan, who 
was assigned by Walker to 
work on getting the Illinois site 
approved, told reporters that 
with Missouri’s cooperation the 
airport could be operating by 


1987. 
Hartigan, who represented 
the state at Coleman’s news 
conference Wednesday, said the 
total cost of the facility de­ 
pends on the runway design, 
construction timetable and oth­ 
er factors. Estimates range 
from $325 million to $600 mil­ 
lion. 
And he said farmers on the 


proposed site would be 
adequately for their land.

Paraffin mends 
Styrofoam cooler 


ly Polly Gramer 
Inflation Fighter 


DEAR POLLY — It is so exasperating to find small 
holes in a Styrofoam cooler. They are easily made by an 
ice pick, sticks, etc. but rather man discard it and have 
to buy another, patch those leaky holes. Melt regular 
household paraffin that you get at the grocery store and 
coat the inside erf the thoroughly dried cooler. Larger 
holes can be mended by putting florist’s clay (bought at 
an arts and crafts shop or from a florist) in the noles 
before applying the melted paraffin coating. This has 
saved me money and prevented water from a leaky 
cooler soaking in the carpet on the floor or trunk of the 
car. - MRS. C.L.L. 
DEAR POLLY — Save those pieces of used aluminum foil* 
and make into a ball. You hpve a great scraper for new 
potatoes just by rubbing them thoroughly. I also use such 
pieces for scouring aluminum (not teflon) pans. 
Another saving can be made by rotating sheets and pillow­ 
cases and using those from the bottom of the stack. You will 
find they have Wen pressed by the weight of the other sheets. 
Also, it pays to distribute the wear by using the wide top hems 
at the bottom of the bed since this end wears out first. I save 
towels that are too worn for use in the bathroom and find than 
handy when canning. Such towels make an ideal resting place 
for hoUars. They also make hand protectors when moving hot 
jars.

DEAR POLLY — It is so exasperating to find small 
holes in a Styrofoam cooler. They are easily made by an 
ice pick, sticks, etc. but rather than discard it and have 
to buy another, patch those leaky holes. Melt regular 
household paraffin that you get at the grocery store and 
coat the inside of the thoroughly dried cooler. Larger 
holes can be mended by putting florist’s clay (bought at 
an arts and crafts shop or from a florist) in the holes 
before applying the melted paraffin coating. This has 
saved me money and prevented water from a leaky 
cooler soaking in the carpet on the floor or trunk of the 
car - MRS C.L.L. 
DEAR POLLY — Save those pieces of used aluminum foil* 
and make into a ball. You have a great scraper for new 
potatoes just by rubbing them thoroughly. I also use such 
pieces for scouring aluminum (not teflon) pans. 
Another saving can be made by rotating sheets and pillow­ 
cases and using those from the bottom of the stack. You will 
find they have been pressed by the weight of the other sheets. 
Also, it pays to distribute the wear by using the wide top hems 
at the bottom of the bed since this end wears out first. I save 
towels that are too worn for use in the bathroom and find them 
handy when canning Such towels make an ideal resting place 
for hot jars.

“Russel Taylor and I were 
furriers and George Borg 
chose to include us in the 
group of cutters franchised 
for his fabric because he 
wanted it to have the look of 
real fur. 
“In 1967, we started the 
Russel Taylor company to 
produce fake furs only and 
we’ve become specialists. 
See, the trick in designing real 
or simulated furs is to design 
around the basic look of the 
fur. In a cloth coat you can use 
the same pattern for a melton 
coat and a tweed. But what 


lories fantastic in a raccoon — 
a short, chunky jacket — 
would look terrible in a seal.

The Ohio Democrat quit late 
Wednesday after a two-day ef­ 
fort by his aides to negotiate an 
end to the ethics committee in­ 
vestigation. The ethics panel 
quickly terminated the probe 
when Hays resigned. 
Hays’ resignation ended 28 
years in Congress during which 
he built his chairmanship of the 
House 
Administration 
Com­ 
mittee into a pinnacle of legis- 


lative power. 
The power he wielded, some­ 
times with seeming arrogance, 
began to crumble three months 
ago 
when 
the 
payroll-sex 
charge by Elizabeth Ray touch­ 
ed off a Capitol Hill scandal 
that involved sex allegations 
against half a dozen congress­ 
men. 
Sources close to die ethics 
committee said one reason 
Hays wanted to halt the panel's 
inquiry was his concern that 


the publicity and lurid details 
would put too mud) emotional 
pressure on his IFE, Pat 


House Speaker Carl Albert 
told newsmen after he received 
Hays’ resignation letter: 
“ I 
think he did it to save his fami­ 
ly.” 


Hays’ press secretary, Carol 
Clawson, said earlier this week 
that Mrs. Hays had suffered 
emotional stress. 
The resignation came two 


days after the ethics committee 
voted to begin hearings into the 
allegations that Hays put Miss 
Ray on the payroll of the Ad­ 
ministration 
Committee, 
al­ 
though she had little to do other 
than provide him with sex. 
The ethics panel had said it 
would continue with its plans 
for hearings, despite a plea 
that Hays was too mentally de­ 
pressed to defend himself. 


Although the resignation halt­ 
ed the ethics panel hearings, it 
does not affect federal grand 
jury and Justice Department 
investigations of the charge. 
But there have been reports 
that those probes are stalled 
because of a lack of corrobora­ 
tion of Miss Ray’s story. 
Hays' resignatio was read to 
the House about an hour after 
being delivered to Albert, but it 


produced no visible reaction 
from the congressmen present. 
The ethics committee voted 
to end its three-month-old probe 
of the scandal on grounds that 
Hays was no longer a congress­ 
man and no longer under die 
panel’s jurisdiction. 
Committee chairman John 
Flynt, D-Ga., said the panel did 
not make a deal with Hays to 
drop the probe in return for his 
resignation. He declined to an­ 
swer when asked if the inquiry 
had uncovered additional sex 
allegations.
